This 
ismani&stly a returning mtoE^pian dark- 
hefi, boddagc and flavery with precipit* 
ancy, in de^noe of all that God has done 
{o eracioufly for us. Again, can they be 
feid to love their Country, who join ia 
company with a Gang of Robbers and 
Plunderers^ demanding kwleis and exorbi- 
tant Contributions ujKier pain of Military 
Execution endeavouring thereby to destroy 
one part for the &ke ot another ? This is 
plainly to introduce Rapine in place of 
moral Honesty, and Barrarifin in stead of 
[ood Manners, and must certainly draw 
lownthe comminationof the wifeMan upon 
their own Heads, when he lays, The roh 
bery of the Wicked Jball defiray them^ becauft 
iluy refufe to do judgment And in fine, 
can they be l&id to love their Country, who 
are pleas'd at the iuccels of our Encmiesi 
aiid troubled at cur oun ; who are conti« 
nually aggravating every MilFortune that 
befalls 'u5, who are ever vilipending the 
wildom of our Cmmkls, and the honour 
of their Adlions, as alio the Advantages 
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that flow from them i Such Men a* thefe 
may pretend and (ay what they will ; but 
it is plain, that being under the judgment 
of a divine Infatuation, they are influen- 
ced by a Seditious and rebellious Spirit, & 
by Some private Interests and palfions of 
their owiji ; and not the Love and publicl; 
Oood of their Country. 

Stcomihi Let us in the next plax^, look 
k little into their Oefigns in this unnatural 
Rebellion tliey are engaged in. Their de- 
iSgn is^Iain. It is to fet a T&fi/b Pretender^ 
who has neither Birth nor Law on hisfide^ 
ijpon the Thronq of Great Britain in op* 
pofition to our Rightful Md lawful Sove^ 
reign King George who now enjoys it* By 
this they are endear ouring to carry us back 
to T.mjb paganilfli, Slaver^ and Opprcflfc 
on, like thofe peevilh Ifraehtes in our TeicL 
Vfho were content to refume their wontej 
Bondage and flavery, from which God by 
lo many Miracles, had but lately delivered 
them. The Perfon they have chofea to 
be their leader to conduo: themfelves and 
all of us thither, is exaftly calcJulatdd for 
rhat great defijg^n. It is the Son ofafiipy 
poiititious Prmce^conceiv^d brought fdttnL 
and nurs'd up in a Tafifi Coontt^ % «^ 
Educ5ferf in aJl the Big^t^ aSi^ ^v^'^^ssw 
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t on of the Chiirch of Rome. One \ 

has made his inroads into our countr} 
violence i^iid opprcflion, the fure preC 
of his future Government, if ever di' 
providence for our Sins, ihould permii 
acceffion to ja Crown. Nor are we 
M pnder tl»t he has made his entry am 
m by fuch violent and oppreffivc Meth 
« hcnwe confider that byliis falfeperfwa 
in Religjion, he thinks that we as Herei 
are fain from our Rights; and .therjefore 
jiaveno just claim to any thing we po: 
and thatourconfciences, Lives, and Estj 
are ^\ at his Difpoial. 
. Qije who is grounded in the JDelief, 
he has a right to do whatever he think 
%6 bis Subjects, can never be a proper 
ion to rule over a Free-born People. 
^fi then to chufe one to be our captai 
leadtjTi whofc obligations to the churc 
Rmi^ has left him no power to protect 
if w<J MC^rotefiants^ but power euoug 
ejtfaite ftich Orders in cxtirpatingfi^/-^/ 
as tljat churchfliall think fit to impofe u 
hipn i Or are we to chufe one to be 
Prince whole Religion obliges hin 
,d?prive us of alj that ought to be r 
'diev^a^Kl valuable to us, and to (tripes 
jhofff 3k(lings that Heaveti for fo loj 
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Time, Jias given xis the quiet pofleflioi of 
His vaijal^e to the Church of Rome^ is 
fiich as leaves him no . place for Mercy to 
Ijis Proteitant Subjects, without bringing a 
(evere judgment upon himfelf : For in 
Cafe he negledls to deftroy HeretickSy after 
heisadmoniflied by that Church to do it ; 
he thereby forfeits his Cro wn to thePope ; 
his (iibjeas are difcharged from their alcd- 
giance; himfelf depofe^ and his Kingdom 
muft be given to anothjen Thefe are fe- 
vere Sentences indeed for not being a mur« 
therer ; but there is ftill (bmething worfe 
behind.- His own eternal Damnation 
muft follow his temporary loffes and depri- 
vation in cafe of Dilobedience. 

But perhaps it will be iaid by (bme pro- 
fefling themfelves Proteftants, but yet are 
Bigots to that fondling idol of Hereditary 
Right and lineal Succeflion. What matters 
jt, tho' he has a Vopi/b Education > He 
fees the rocks his forefathers fyXin on, he 
vill therefore be fo wife as to ihunthem 
If he will not change hisown Religion, he 
will at Icaft give us all the aflurances that 
folemn Oaths, Sacred promifcs, and the 
royal vvord of a Prince, can be bindinf^ in 
That he will indulge us in ours, ami \m\ 
port us in the w ontcd EKcrcilci oC -.xll csv 
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ancient Ri^its and privileges. Since there 
fore the Crown is His by Blood and Lines 
Succeffion, asdelcending from our Ander 
race of Kings, why Thould he not hiy 
it? " 

Thefe are Ibothin^ words indeed, and i: 
a good Meafure anlwsred in the Dedicati 
pn. But yet in the whole, they feem to m 
to be but a fanciful lUufton, that will no 
eafily pals do wn with any, but with luc] 
as have a mind to be deceived. For pra' 
can it be expeded that one with whom Ti 
pery has grown up with his uJideritandlnj 
fliouid have any other fentimcnts either L 
Religion or Politick, than what were brea 
fhed in him by the Church of ^ew^ ? Ni 
certainly, the previous obligations he lye 
under to that Church, has a Vertii'e to fti 
perftde and anull the moft folemnitie 
and Engagements he can come under t( 
BiitiiTi tieretkks.- For any proteftant the] 
to tliink or imagine, that the Son ofa 'Po 
fifi 'Pfctender, educated and bred up in al 
xXxa execrable Superftidons of the Romiji 
Jleiigiou, a Hcligion of whofe very eflcuci 
it is, to iuffer neither Faith, Truth, no 
>Sinctricy to accocrpany the molt .Sacrct 
(^aihs ^ind promifes made to proteftan 
Subjcd:s ; lo pretend, 1 % ttvit (v\ch ; 
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Peflbflj would lupport and maintain our 

religious and civil Conftitution, Which is as 
oppofite XoTo^er^ as light is to darknels, is 
to couzen Mankind out of both their Sen- 
fes and Experience . Or for any Man ro 
think that he would run any of dhofe haz- 
ards (pecified above, or blot his Name in 
the Romi/b Calandcr, topreferve a poifbn d 
Nation, a Gcnerati on of obltinate Hereticks^ 
Enemies and Traitors to God and Man, 
a pack of Sacrilegious Ufiirpers of their 
Churches Patrimony (for with luch Epi- 
thets BeUarmine adorns our chara<5ler) is 
to perfwade the World that our Reafon 
grows downward, and that by imbibing 
foch cojitradi6lions, we were preparing 
out felves to (wallow down Tranlubftanti- 
ation alio* 

From all that can be thought of then, 
or (aid upon ; he matter, their declared dii- 
affcftion to the pre(ent Government plain- 
ly tells us what they have in view. Their 
main defign in (etti»g up for a Topijh Pre- 
tender, whole interelts and tho(e of France 
are the (ame, is, to break off the Proteftant 
SuccefTion ; to unhinge our truly venerable 
conftitution, and to ufurp the whole' Ad- 
miniftration of Affairs into their own haiids^ 
that they m'ay model, and dA^o^ o\^^xc^ 



accorditig to thdr own minds. Dilclaim* 
ing the Title of our Sovere^ Prince ir 
&vour of a Tretender of the Homip reJici- 
onj and knowingthat their hopes ofayff- 
pjh Succcflbr are for ever cut of^ excepi 
lome bold and defperate Undertaking fliall 
make his way to ihe Throne, tlipy have 
aflemblcd thcmfclves into a Number, oJ 
condition and inclination defperate enough 
to undertake luchEnterprizesas are agree- 
able to tile principles of that church, and 
Aall be judgd by their infallible Guide, to 
be a fcafonable Service to the common 
caufe.' By this they arc endeavouring tc 
get our Religion, Laws, and Liberties wrt- 
fted and torn horn ns ; to bring us undel 
anarbitrary delpotickGovernment in which 
they theniutelves will be the Principle man- 
agers, that they may raile and advance 
themielves upon the Miieriesand calamitie! 
ofotliers; to overthrow the Mounds that 
were made for our Security, & to ftrcngth- 
en w ith a lawlets Authority, a 'J^t^fp party; 
whofe confciences lays them under a No- 
ceflity offLopping ( f bothStot^ and branch 
the northern Hcrefy ; to entail Mifery, 
^very, and Dcftruftion on the Ifles ol 
Great Britain and Ireland, and at length tc 
j&eouf country ruin' db^ out btm^made 
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tbfeVaf&rs of a haughty and atnbitibusTy- 
Tant^ who is endeavouring by all Sinifter 
Arts and Methods to make himfeif the uni** 
verfal Monarch, and fole Arbiter of 
Europe. 

To rife up then in defence of the de- 
i^atc Caule of a Tafi/b Pretender, what 
is this elfe but to abett a foreign power, 
that has been long the idol of fla ves and (u-^ 
perllitious Bigots, and the terror of ail that 
are hearty and true Friends to law and li- 
berty, and to the intereft of a Scriptural 
and rational Religion. 

Thirdly. I come now in the laft place to 
dMcourie a little of the mifchiefs ariftng 
from the defigns they are engaged in, if 
ihey Jhould fucceed. Butakls, who can 
tdl their Number, or fhew them forth to 
the full in all their direful Efieds and In- 
fluences i Our pofleffions, rights, and pri- 
vileges, would thenceforth, be precarious, 
and our daily fears would be ever dafliing 
our prefent Enjoyments. If their wicked 
deifigns fliould ever fucceed, (which God in 
his mercy and favour to thefe Lands pre- 
vent) what could we expert but tliat the 
fiery bombs of a fofijb Court, would in- 
cef&ntly be a tlirowing in amongft Protc- 
ftants of all de^omuiations^ t\ilo\\3L tvMs.^ 
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extermination were utterly accotnplifhedf L 

What could we expeft, but that our Reli- ^ 
gion> Rights, Laws, and Liberties would 
be brib'a into a conipiracy aaainft them*- 
fdves, and that both pulpits and prels would 
ring every day in both Town and Country, 
with fuch fla\ ifli and Arbitrary Do^hineSi . 
as thcfe, namely, That Monarchy is a Go- 
vemment by divine Right; That it is in " 
the Prince's power to Rule as he plcafes, & 
tliat he is accountable to none but God, 
how tyrannical fi)ever his adminiflrations 
may be j Tiiat it is a Grace and Condcfcen- 
fion in the Prince to Govern by Laws ; 
That the only Remedy left to fcbjefts in 
cafe the King will tyrannize over their 
Pedbns, Conli^cesohdEaates, is tamely 
to fuffer, or as they exprds it, to exercife 
paflive Obedience, leavingthe Subjefts no- 
thing but Tears to make up their Lofles, 
and prayers to fupply them in their wants. 
Doclrincs no douot of a Satanical Inlpira- 
tion, invented to promote the kingdom of 
Antichrjft, and bemg founded on pellilen- 
tbl and {laviih Notions, has often been of 
fetal Conlcquence both to Kings and Sub- 

All thtf&pifi) writers agree, That every 
Catholick Prince ought to exterminate his 
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^ proteftant Subjefts ; that the omiflion of 

'^ that duty is damnable, and that the puting 
^ them to Death when they have nothing; 
^ but their lives to lofe, is a jull and meriton* 
^ ous Aftion. We read indeed that the 
y ' Raman Emperors perfecuted the primative 
^-* Chriftions with all manner of Crueltys j 
K but yet we do not find that they were fo 
7 obliged in their Confciencc to do it, that 
:' they put it out of their power to ftiew them 
^^any Mercy; But that pcfery does it, is 
^^ known to Heaven ind Earth, and they mutt 
H puU out their Eyes, that will not perceive 
^' it. 

f" Of fuch impious principles are they in 
^ ReKgion,that theylook upon proteftantsas a 
^ neft ofobftinate Herettcks^ that ought to 
' r be ficrificed to their revenge, and rooted 
■ Out of the world by any means whatibever; 
• i and this they fay is to be attempted by c- 
\ ^cry good Prince, according to aeUarminis 
\ Satvo Ni Sint fortiores nms ; unleis they 
^ V'be too ftrohg to be (iibdued •• For oth^r - 
' 1 wile with them, even maflacres and aHifi- 
> nations are never condemned, but \vh2u 
\i they are unfuccessfuL They reckon i>/c 
and Faggot a fit application to the corifci^ 
cncesot Proteftants, and thcd^fcrudion of 
their bodies a proper meavv> i^t ^^^'t!i'<SNv 
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tion of their Souls. It is one of their gokjen. 

JIfborifmSj That no Faith is to be kept 
With tlereticks ; and why then ihould we 
ever truft them again, whole religion is 
Cruelty and blood-Yhed, and finclls fo oaiuch 
of the Fire, that the very fmoke thereof 
makes us tremble ? Popery, Slavery, Per- ,1 
fecution, and arbitrary Power, are birds 
of prey, that are never to be parted afun^ 
der, no more, than popery and idolatry can 
be fevered from one another.- How then v 
do we think they will ufe us, if once they 
could efiablilh their ipifchiefs by Laws as 
bloody as their mmds?

minations like tliole in Ezekiels vifion, that . 
w ill fcon be feen and felt in that fapijb E- 
gyptian bondage thele rebellious milcreants* 
are endeavouring to carry us into. Let' 
us draw but the vail a very little afide, and 
there Metlunks I lee a body of Sanguinary 
LavN's, tranlmitted hither from RomeyFrancCy' 
and ypahh cnfranchis'd and made Natives 
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of Gfreat. Britain and Ireland, .that thefe 
^ niay be our Inftitutions, and the Meaiures 
by which our Religion, Rights, Lives, and 
Liberties, are to be determined. Methinks 
I fee our (upreme Courts of Judicature and 
. our inferiour/Seats of juflice deprived of 
honourablejudge and wife CounfeUor, and 
the Bench« filid with Blood-thirfty and 
unrelenting Jeof&ies and Bailfours, deaf 
t6 the cries and' groans of opprefs'd Wi- 
dows arid Orphans, commanding the ievere 
Execution ot their Laws on all mch as pro- 
fels tliemfelvcs proteftants* Mcthinlis I 
hear as I pafs along the Streets the tongues 
of honefc and induftrious Citizens utter- 
ing their mournful Complaints, That Jud- 
gment is committed to the unjuft, the Laws 
to the lawlels, Peace to Men of Difcord, 
•** and juftice to Men of Violence. Methinks 
I fee our Temples now beautiful and love- 
ly for purity of Dodlrineand Simplicity of 
Worfliip, jfiird each with an idolatrous Al- 
tar on the Eaft, yonder a Font ; here and- 
* there adorn d with Crucifixes Images and 
. Pifturcs of Saints, to whom you are to 
ay religious woriliip, Methinks I fee 
riefts, Jciuits, Monk^, Friers, Father- cpn- 
feflbrs, with all the different Orders of 
thefe religious Furies, cntring into oax:

Churches in their proper Habits, theremut 
tering over their Mafles, & afting in a man- 
ner more refembling the Spells and In- 
cantations of Wizards, than any thing 
appertaining to the Chriftian Religion 
Look into our Seminaries and Schools ol 
Learning, that were Erefted for inftruft. 
ing our Children and Youth, in the prin- 
ciples of our holy Religion, in moral Vertue, 
and other ufeful Branches of human Lite- 
rature, and there Metbinks I fee them turn d 
into Nurieries of Superftition and Idola- 
try, inftruding them la Jefuits morals, Ro- 
nmh mif&ls. Breviaries, Rituals, Decretals^ 
and other trumperies of that Apoftate 
Church. Look into our Holpitak thai 
were crefted by our pious Benefaftors foi 
relief to widows and the Fatherlels in diC 
trefs, aiid Methinks I fee them turn d into 
Tofi/b Nunneries,and our Virgin Daughters 
of the better Rank, wrelted and taken a- 
way from the Embraces of their weeping 
Parents, there to be (hut up under the Tu- 
torihip of Father- ronfeflbrs and Vapi/b Ma- 
trons, to enforce the principles of T&pery 
into their Conlciences, under pain of lea- 
ding them to the fiery Stake, in cafe they 
prove refradlory. Look out from our 
Windows, and there Methinks I fee our 
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Streets thronged with proceffions of the 
Hoft, acconipanied with a furious Rabble 
of fiijjerftitious Bigots ready to AfEifuiate 
and murder every one they meet with 
who dont bow the knee, and worlhip 
it. 

Thefe my Brethren, are fbme of the E- 
vi!s and Mifchiefs that would unavoidably 
befall us, if ever Topery take place again a- 
mong us. But Ah ! who can tell over all 
the Ruins, Miferies, Defblations, andHard- 
ihips that would be daily rufhing in upon 
us like a Flood till we were quite overwhel- 
med, if ever a Topijb Prince (way the Scep- 
ter of thefe Realms? Confiscations of Goods, 
and Effates, Rapines, Tmprifonments, Ban- 
ifliments, Excifions, Hangings, Beheadings, 
Burnings, and the cruelelt Engines of Tor- 
ment that enraged Fury could invent, 
would all be thought but wholelom Seve- 
rities, foft enough to exercife upon poor 
proteftants for their Obftinancy. 

Nor are thefe Things my dear Country, 
men, mere Chimera s, or fanciful reprefen- 
tations of ^ofijb rage and cruelty, invent-, 
ed on purpofe to Affight Women and 
Children, No, all this is what Millions of 
harmlefe and innocent Proteltants have luf- 
iered and experienced long before new. 



V itnefs the bloody reign of Qriecn Mary 6f 
IfiglandsZnA thecruel Maflacrc oi Ireland 
ih King Charles the. ilts time, wherein as 
Hiltpry informs us were deftroycd as gbcxl 
as 200, 000 Proteltants, and Inch cruelties 
and barbarities committed, as the w ortt of 
Heathens and Pagans would bUiih at the 
thoughts of ; witnels alfo the < \\\c\ and 
perfidious Mallacre of iP^Wj-, ^uA tli^ Eclicl 

oiNantz^ &c. Let no Mau ti^.^r^fore 

argue the impoflibility of introducing *2^^ 
fery again into thefe Lands, bec;iuie the 
number of ^ap'tjls is but Imall in relpeot 
of the Proteltants, . for that will not render 
the defign impoflible, but rather.ihake the 
Execution of it the more cruel and barbar- 
ous. A whole Nation upon the matter, 
irult be corrupted from the Faith of the 
true religion, or be deftroyed. You know 
or at Icaft have heard what bold andYior 
lentfteps were made towards this/ih,.a late 
reign, by befto wing upon Vapifts the moft 
gainful preferments and highelt marks of 
royal Favour, by unarrhihg and dilhcart- 
ening of Protcfiants, and outing the whole 
power and Strength of Britain and Ireland 
into the hands of Tafifis ; by (ending over 
Irijfi Soldiers of the Kotnijl) perfwafion to 
augment and ftrengthcna dangerous Ar- 

to? 
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rriy .• And what this in a fliortTirhe might 
have gi-own to, was eafier to forcfee than 
to prevent ; . fince it is eafy for an ordinary 
fcrength unrefifted, to afefinate a whole 
Nation. 

Thus I have fhown you from what Se* 
ditiouspriticiples thefe Northern R^hlsMd 
theiradherents do aft, what are their defigns 
and the Miferies and Mifchicfs that would 
certainly befall us, did thefe invading and 
LauleS Difturbers of our peace, Sucecd 
in their wicked tnterprilcs.

V Vhat f but 
tha[t as gallant and brave . Britons, with 
a manly and heroick Isitte.^vS&^ ^ V^^- 
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comes true Proteftants and a free bom Peo- 
ple, we (taud up in the vigorous defence 
of our holy Religion ; that we vindicate 
the Honour, the Majclty, and Titk of our 
only rightful and lawhil Sovereign Kio^ 
George^ with all that, fidelity, loySty, ai- 
fedion, and afTiftance, that dutifufand lo* 
vjng Subjeftsare poffibly capable of; that ^ 
V e aflcrt the Interefts of our native Cbun- - 
try, our Conftitution, Laws, and Liberties ^ 
with all that warmth of a true and- undit 
guifed Zeal, that matters of fuch high mo- ' 
ment and near Concern, calls for at our ' 
Hands. 

And the more Gallant and brave ou^t 
we to be in makmg Head again(t this wic- 
ked and unnaturd Con{piracy, when we 
confider it in all its hainous & aggravating 
Circumftances* In ef^dl it is a Rebellion i 
againft our happy and ever to be remem- 
bred Reformation from Tcfery and Ramijb \ 
Darkneis ; a rebellion agamit the Aihes of ^ 
holy Martyrs, and the blood of our pious * 
fore fathers, who refilted unto Death, that • 
they might tranfinit and hand down to us 
who art alive this day, . the bleflings of a 
pure and unmix'd religion accoroing to - 
God's word. It is a ra)ellion againft our . 
Glorious revolution, and againlt the im- 
mortal i 
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nortal Memory of our great deliverer under 

Grod, tbe Glorious IGng fViUiam^ who 
tho' he is dead, yet foeaketh, and as we may 
lay, yet liveth in that royal and wife Be- 
jueathment he left us, in fettling the (iiceffi-

So overwhelming was t6e joy that filtd i 
tkc Land i Do we not live, blefled be d 
under the protedion of a Kmg, who 
too tender, too juft, and too good, to A 
contrary to the real welfare and true In 
reft of his People ? Can his reign 
itain'd with one inftance of Arbitrary 
dcipotick power ? or has he aflum'd ^
